THE owner of a care agen¬ 
cy has been jailed for three 
years after an immigration 
raid that inadvertently start¬ 
ed a chain reaction which led 
to an elderly woman’s death. 

Carefirst 24 owners Ma- 


hendrasing Caussyram, 51, 
and his wife, Saraspedy, 54, 
were found guilty at Croydon 
Crown Court of facilitating 
breaches of immigration law 
The police raid in 2013 
found that a number of work¬ 
ers at the Upper Mulgrave 
Road care home, who were 
mainly from the Philippines, 
had been working in the 
country illegally. 


Before it was shut down 
the agency had been used by 
Sutton and Surrey councils 
to supply care workers to dis¬ 
abled and elderly people in 
the two areas. Sutton Council 
made provisions for all its 
patients, but Gloria Foster, 
a Surrey County Council pa¬ 
tient, was forgotten. 

Mehendrasing Cassyr- 
am was sentenced to three 


years imprisonment at Croy¬ 
don Crown Court on Friday, 
April 8. His wife Saraspedy 
received a 12-month sentence 
suspended for 24 months and 
was ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work. 

Because of mistakes made 
by social workers after the 
raid, Mrs Foster, 81, was left 
without carers for nine days. 

The pensioner was finally 


found close to death by a dis¬ 
trict nurse who visited her 
home in Priory Court, Chip- 
stead Road, Banstead, in Jan¬ 
uary 2013. 

Before her death Mrs 
Foster’s carers from Sut¬ 
ton-based Carefirst 24 would 
visit her four times a day to 
help dress, wash and feed 
her. 

But the care agency was 


shut down following a raid on 
January 15 that year for em¬ 
ploying illegal immigrants. 
Mrs Foster, who also suffered 
from dementia, depression, 
diabetes and a number of 
other health problems, died 
at Epsom Hospital on Febru¬ 
ary 4. Surrey Police launched 
an investigation in Septem¬ 
ber 2013, but found there was 
no criminal case to pursue.

Motorist convicted of causing death by dangerous driving of talented young jockey 



Berry jailed for crash 
that killed Charlotte

A TEENAGER was jailed for 
five years after he admitted 
causing the death of a talented 
young Epsom jockey. 

Arthur Berry of Stable 
Lane, Findon, admitted caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving 
at Guildford Crown Court on 
Friday, April 8, after the fatal 
crash that killed Charlotte La- 
joie, 17, pictured right, on April 
26 last year. 

The 19-year-old also admit¬ 
ted two counts of causing seri¬ 
ous injury by dangerous driv¬ 
ing and was sentenced to five 
years in prison and banned 
from driving for five years. 

Miss Lajoie and another Ep¬ 
som teenager were passengers 
in Berry’s Seat Ibiza when 



he lost control of the car and 
crashed into a Ford Fiesta in 
Capel, a village between Dork¬ 
ing and Horsham. 

The Priory School pupil, who 
was sat in the back of Berry’s 
car, died at the scene of the 
crash. 

Berry, his other teenage pas¬ 
senger and the Fiesta driver all 
suffered serious or life chang¬ 
ing injuries. 


Just before her death Miss 
Lajoie had won a place at the 
prestigious British Racing 
School. 

Her mother Simone Lajoie 
described her daughter as 
“a beautiful girl, a natural 
horsewoman with a great 
sense of humour. 

“She had a wide circle 
of friends and is simply 
irreplaceable.” 

Acting Detective Inspector 
Gary Wright, of the Surrey 
Police collision investigation 
unit, said: “The sentencing 
reflects the severity of this 
crime. 

“It demonstrates how ex¬ 
cessive speed and lack of 
concentration during a few 
moments of recklessness can 
lead to a tragedy, which will 
be a lifetime sentence for the 
victim’s family and for those 
left with long-term injuries.”

Swan will be centre of redevelopment 


MOLE Valley District Council 
(MDVC) has bought Leather- 
head’s Swan Centre - one of 
the key sites earmarked for re¬ 
generation as part of a plan to 
transform the town. 

The council launched a con¬ 
sultation for its Transform 
Leatherhead project in March 
2015. 

A draft masterplan was pub¬ 
lished in February and involves 
plans to renovate the Swan Cen¬ 
tre, as well as develop the site at 
Bull Hill and create a riverside 
park. 

Nick Gray, deputy chief ex¬ 
ecutive at MVDC, said: “We are 


delighted to announce the ac¬ 
quisition of the Swan Centre - 
this is a significant component 
of the Draft Masterplan for 
Leatherhead town centre. 

“Thousands of residents have 
made it very clear that they 
want to see the centre signifi¬ 
cantly improved as part of the 
wider Transform Leatherhead 
project.

ALDI’S controversial appli¬ 
cation to build on the former 
Dairy Crest site in Epsom 
was unanimously rejected 
by the council’s planning 
committee. 

The supermarket giant has 
owned the Alexandra Road 
site since 2013 and hoped to 
build a new store and six flats 
there. 

But Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning of¬ 
ficers recommended that the 
application be refused. 

Officers argued the Up¬ 
per High Street site - which 
Lidl informally announced 
plans for in February - was a 
more suitable site for a food 
store, that there were not 
enough car parking spaces 
or affordable housing and 
that tenants of the new flats 
would not have sufficient 
amenity space. 

Aldi disputed all these 
claims, and said the new 
store would create local jobs 
and give supermarket shop¬ 
pers in Epsom more choice. 

All 12 members of the 
council’s planning commit¬ 
tee voted to reject it on Thurs¬ 
day, April 7. 

Julie Morris, a resident of 
nearby Mill Road and leader 
of the ‘Stop Aldi’ campaign, 
spoke at the meeting, draw¬ 
ing applause from a dozen 
or so residents seated in the 
public gallery 


She said: “The five-way 
junction is hazardous al¬ 
ready and will not take the 
kind of traffic and conges¬ 
tion associated with a low- 
price food store. 

“There is a suitable site for 
a food store 200 yards away 
up the road in Upper High 
Street, and small traders 
there are desperate for an an¬ 
chor store to make their local 
stores thrive. 

“The majority of objectors 


would welcome Aldi or any 
supermarket on the Upper 
High Street site, but this is 
just the right store in the 
wrong place.” 

A representative from Aldi 
told the planning committee: 
“The scheme will not harm 
the adjacent conservation 
area or harm the local char¬ 
acter of the area. 

“It will create 50 new 
jobs and enhance local food 
shopping choices and market 


demand by the large super¬ 
markets.” 

Councillors argued against 
the application for two hours 
before finally refusing it 
unanimously. 

Conservative councillor 
Tina Mountain questioned 
the need for more supermar¬ 
kets in the north side of the 
town. 

She said: “We do have six 
supermarkets within walk¬ 
ing distance of this area. 


“Do we need a seventh 
when we are so desperately 
in need of homes?” 

Between November 1, 2009, 
and October 31, 2014, there 
were 24 recorded accidents 
at junctions there - two of 
which were serious. 

Councillor George Wood 
said: “In all my years on the 
planning committee, I fail to 
recall a time when the plan¬ 
ning officers have so defini¬ 
tively recommended refusal.”

Club relieved after flats and 
pitches get the green light

THE manager of an Epsom 
sports club is “pleased and 
relieved” after controversial 
plans for retirement facili¬ 
ties and sports pitches in Ew¬ 
ell were given the green light 
by the Government. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee had approved plans for 
a 60-unit retirement facility, 
an all-weather pitch, grass 
sports pitch, cricket pitch, 
a mini-football pitch and a 
new sports pavilion to be 
built on Old Schools Lane, 
Ewell in January 

But its decision still need¬ 
ed to be confirmed by the 
Secretary of State for Plan¬ 
ning as Old Schools Lane is 
designated as ‘strategic open 
land’ and the decision there¬ 
fore contravened the coun¬ 
cil’s planning policy. 

Sarah White, manager at 
Epsom Sports Club, said the 
new facilities would help the 
club to grow and work more 


closely with schools. 

She said: “We are really 
pleased and relieved. 

“It was fantastic that the 
local councillors supported 
it, but we had to put our cele¬ 
brations on hold. 

“We are meeting with bor¬ 
ough councillors because we 
still have to get over a few 
more hurdles. 

“We need to make sure it is 
right for the community and 


right for the future.” 

At a meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee in 
January, councillors voiced 
concerns over an increased 
risk of flooding, volume of 
traffic and noise levels. 

Friends of OSL Playing 
Fields also objected to the 
proposal. 

The group’s chairman 
Andrew Tibbie said: “We 
all know the pressure coun¬ 


cils are under with relation 
to affordable housing and 
housing for the elderly, but I 
think these areas should be 
sacrosanct. 

“I think they need to be 
more vigilant in protecting 
these places because other¬ 
wise we could be left with 
private sports clubs which 
can exclude people and don’t 
provide for team sports.” 

Nevertheless, Mr Tibbie 
said he wished Epsom Sports 
Club “every success with the 
project”. 

He said: “It was never an¬ 
ything personal - we just 
wanted to protect the whole 
space.” 

Ms White said building 
work could start in about 18 
months to two years’ time, 
once a few formalities have 
been overcome.

A SUSPECTED outbreak of 
norovirus has led to the tem¬ 
porary closure of a dementia 
unit at a Ewell care home. 

A sign was posted in the 
glass door to Priory Court 
Care Home in Old Schools 
Lane, in Ewell Village on 
Monday April 4, informing 
visitors of the ‘suspected 
outbreak’. 

Symptoms of the virus in¬ 
clude nausea, vomiting, wa¬ 
tery diarrhoea and abdomi¬ 
nal pain. 

The NHS advises that it 
‘can be very unpleasant but 
it usually clears up by itself 
in a few days’. 

The CEO for St Cloud Care, 
the care provider which runs 
Priory Court, said it expect¬ 
ed to re-open the unit within 
the next few weeks. 

The concerned son of one 
of the home’s residents ex¬ 
pressed his frustration at 
the closure and slammed the 
home. 


In its most recent report 
from the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) in August 
2015 Priory Court was said to 
‘require improvement’. 

The son said: “I’m pretty 
annoyed because we handed 
in our notice a month ago be¬ 
cause of failings at the care 
home. 

“We are paying over £1,200 
a week for this. It’s just not 
good enough.” 


The sign on the door read: 
“We regret the residential 
dementia unit is closed for 
visiting due to a suspected 
outbreak of norovirus. 

“Visitors to other units 
please wash hands and use 
sanitising gel.” 

Mary Zoeller, press officer 
for the Ashley Centre, said 
she had ‘nothing but praise’ 
for Priory Court, where her 
mother-in-law is a resident. 


She said: “I am completely 
behind the home’s decision 
to close to visitors to avoid 
spreading the virus. 

“Priory Court notified us 
as soon as they did this and 
in my opinion have behaved 
extremely professionally.” 

The sign on the door, writ¬ 
ten by manager of the home, 
Shirley Emilio, offers advice 
to potential visitors. 

She wrote: “If you have 
any concerns about a rela¬ 
tive, please contact us. 

“Instead of visiting please 
phone the nurse in charge 
of the home to make an en¬ 
quiry. 

“Wash your hands before 
and after visiting your rela¬ 
tive or friend. 

“In the current circum¬ 
stances we would recom¬ 
mend that babies and chil¬ 
dren are discouraged from 
visiting. 

“We apologise for the in¬ 
convenience but you will un¬ 
derstand these measures are 
necessary to minimise the 
risk of spreading the virus. 
We will re-open the unit as 
soon as possible.”

Junior doctors’ escalating strike action could damage trust 

Profession splits over 
48-hour total walkout

ESCALATING strikes may be 
junior doctors’ only chance of 
getting the Government to listen 
to them, according to a second 
year doctor at St Helier Hospital. 

But the NHS’s most senior 
doctor claims the planned esca¬ 
lated junior doctor strike will 
“irreparably damage” trust in 
the profession. 

Junior doctors and their sup¬ 
porters entered a fourth round 
of industrial action last week 
as they join picket lines outside 
hospitals across the country 

Junior doctors walked out at 
8am on Wednesday, April 6, and 
did not return until 8am on Fri¬ 
day, April 8 in the first 48-hour 
strike. 

More than 5,000 operations 
were postponed, although many 
junior doctors remained on call 
to provide emergency cover. 

The strike was the second 
since health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt announced he would im¬ 
pose new contract by August and 
claimed the union refused “point 


blank to discuss reforms”. 

Krishna Sivakumaran, 27, 
from Putney, is a second-year 
junior doctor at St Helier Hos¬ 
pital. He said: “At the moment 
strikes are very professional 
hours. 

“But I think if you make it a 
full 48-hour strike with a total 
walkout then actually people 
will think about it more because 
the pressure will build. 


“Nobody wants to be here to¬ 
day, but we are because we are 
really unhappy with the con¬ 
tracts.” 

But Sir Bruce Keogh, the med¬ 
ical director of NHS England, 
said the decision to include 
emergency cover in the next 
strike, planned for 20 hours be¬ 
tween 8am and 5pm on April 26 
and 27, was a “watershed mo¬ 
ment” for the NHS.

THE work of the head 
groundsman at Epsom 
Downs racecourse is an un¬ 
usual one.

X Factor winner Ben Haenow 
is heading home for a gig 
at a venue where childhood 
memories were made. 

The former van driver from 
Shirley grew up with visits to 
Fairfield Halls and now he 
is taking to the stage there 
himself on April 19. 

He told us: "I'm absolutely 
buzzing for it. Obviously I'm 
looking forward to the tour in 
general but to get to do a gig 
in my hometown and a venue 
that I have been to on-and-off 
for years seeing pantomimes 
and famous bands is huge." 

He added: "I saw Sooty 
and Sweep there years back. 
We used to go every year 
so it holds a big place in my 
heart." 

Ben, who won ITV's The X 
Factor in 2014, will be one 
of the final performers at 
Fairfield before it closes in 
July for a two-year, 

£12million redevelopment. 

He said: "It will be gutting 
to lose it for a while but to 
get it revamped and back to 
its former glory is the best 
way to do it." 

Anyone who watched 


Ben on the X Factor will 
have an idea of what to 
expect from his live show. 
Even on a programme that 
manufactures pop stars, 
his passion for rock and 
performance skills, honed 
through playing years of 
smaller gigs, shined through. 

He said: "This last year has 
been different. It's what we 
used to do but on a bigger 
scale. 

"I have a love for rock 
music. I'm getting a band 
together and we want to 
make it a bit like an old 
school rock show, lots of 
noise." 

Though Ben's debut single 
- a cover of OneRepublic's 
Something I Need - shot 
straight in at number one 
off the back of his X Factor 
success, he found himself 
parting ways with Simon 
Cowell's record label a little 
over a year later after his 
self-titled album charted 
at number 10 and Kelly 
Clarkson duet Second Hand 
Heart only reached 21. 

He said: "We were kind 
of happy to come to the 


arrangement to part ways 
and I think that with the 
experience of that year and 
everyone I have met and 
stuff, it has really stood me 
in good stead to go out and 
carry on in this career and 
make my next album." 

While some former winners 
have shown bitterness 
towards the show, Ben - who 
is writing new material with 
his brother - is grateful for 
the opportunities it has given 
him. He said: "It gave me an 
amazing platform and I can't 
thank the guys enough for 
everything that happened. 

"It was the most amazing 
experience of my life - 
getting to share the stage 
with people like Ed Sheeran 
and Queen.

The white table cloths are gone, 
there's a new head chef in the 
kitchen and its sommelier has 
left for pastures new, writes 
Chris Caulfield. 

Does this mean the Gordon 
Ramsay-owned outpost London 
House can still deliver the goods 
when it comes to being the sort 
of local restaurant Battersea 
Square deserves or is it a case of 
one change too many? 

A watercress infused gin 
(£9.50) got the ball rolling. The 
menu, now designed by Ramsay 
look-a-like George Lyon is simpler 
than before. 

We had a pigs head cro¬ 
quette (£8) that was light and 
crispy with a wallop of deep 
flavoured pork. Also rewarding 
the palette, was a Venison scotch 
egg (£4.50). 

Braised beef (£20) had been 
cooked so slowly it achieves that 
wonderful texture where the 
meat breaks down to its fibres. 


The red-wine reduction adding, 
as all sauces should, to its deep 
flavour. A hit and the dish of the 
day. 

The grilled lemon sole would 
have been a star as well if it 
was judged purely on looks 
and taste. Roasted on the bone 
and served with brown but¬ 
ter, shrimp and samphire, it 
had all the ingredients for success 
but eating it was a very serious 
endeavour. 

The bones on the 
edges could have been 
removed because they got into 
almost every mouthful. 

Finally came pear tart, mas- 
carpone (£8). Ramsay's tarte 
tatin at his three-star flagship is 
legendary so the chance to eat 
one of his stable's fruit pies was 
not to be passed. 

While it may not bump the ap¬ 
ple pud from the menu of Restau¬ 
rant Gordon Ramsay, it certainly 
ended things on a high.

What's new? Unveiled at the 
2016 Geneva Motor Show, the DS 3 
Performance is at the hot and pointy 
end of the range. A new 1.6-litre 
turbocharged engine and a new 
gearbox are supported by new springs 
and dampers, the latest Michelin sports 
tyres and huggy new seats, plus, of 
course, all the interface revisions of the 
common-or-garden DS 3. 

There are two body styles; hatchback 
and semi-convertible. The latter has an 
electrically sliding and folding canvas 
panel with a heated glass rear screen, 
and is just 25kg heavier than the 
hatchback. 

Looks and image: Sitting lower 
and wider than standard on its black 
wheels, the Performance is a beefy and 
potent-looking little car. Good colour 
choices have been added to the palette. 
Even from a distance it looks more 
purposeful than the standard car, which 
is no bad thing. Just watch those rims 
on kerbs - they sit well proud of the tyre 
sidewall. 

Space and practicality: This was 
never a DS strong suit. The boot here is 
actually fine for the class, at 285 litres, 
but there's barely any legroom in the 
back. On the other hand, if you can 
happily pretend the rear seats aren't 
there, there are some useful touches in 
the cabin. 

There's a large, open-faced bin at the

base of the centre console, a slim ledge 
a few inches above it and spacious door 
pockets. That said, pick the pace up a 
bit and the door pockets will be the last 
place you want to leave anything solid. 

Behind the wheel: A Torsen 
limited-slip differential and a widened 
track, especially at the front, give the 
DS 3's nose a real sense of purpose and 
capability. It's not the fastest hatch in 
the world, but it has plenty of poke for 
punching out of corners, with no sign 
of traction issues on the warm French 
Tarmac of the test route. 

The Michelin tyres are a bit 
unforgiving over bumps, adding a hard 
edge to the much-improved damping. 

It stays super-composed and flat even 
when attacking tight bends, as long 
as the road is reasonably smooth, but 
let's just say you'll know when you hit a 
pothole.

improvement, delivering crisp shif 
with minimal resistance through 
the crucial second-to-third action.
